Better Effects Are Ordained W hen Only 
One Eye Ie Used. 
Photographs should be looked at 
with only one eye to appear best, says 
F. W. Marlow in an article on “ H ow 
to Look at a Photograph” in the Photo 
Era. 
“Most photographs, particularly small 
ones of landscapes, street scenes and 
interiors, fail to produce their full ef­ 
fect or to be estimated at their true 
value because they are not looked at 
in the most effective way,” the author 
says. “Take as an example a print re­ 
sulting from a camera with a five inch 
focus lens. 
Such a print is usually 
looked at with both eyes open and 
beld at a distance of twelve inches or 
•Bore. 
Now a camera is essentially a 
one eyed instrument, or, at any rate, 
it views the object to be reproduced 
from a single point, the optical center 
of the lens. The object must be looked 
at, therefore, with one eye only and 
from a point corresponding as nearly 
as possible to the optical center of the 
lens if its characteristics as It is to be 
reproduced in the camera are to be ap­ 
preciated. 
"Pat It be remembered that when a 
print Is looked at with both eyes open 
binocular vision emphasizes the flat­ 
ness of the card, and this tends to off­ 
set the illusion of greater or less dis­ 
tance produced by the light and shade 
and perspective of the print By using 
one eye the impression of flatness is 
greatly diminished. 
If at the same 
time the eye be placed at the right 
distance everything Is seen under its 
natural angle or perspective, and the 
picture unfolds itself, the different ob- 
jects receding to their proper relative 
distances, making details very obvious 
which may be unnoticed lf looked at 
In the ordinary way. 
“As a sort of corollary to the above 
use one eye alone to decide whether a 
landscape or other scene is worth tak­ 
ing. 
If with one eye the seen* looks 
flat It will not make a satisfactory 
photograph.”

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. I 


The Scalp and the Hair. 
The hair is provided with oil 
by the sebaceous glands that lie 
at its roots. 
Regular and vigor­ 
ous brushing of the hair in­ 
creases the flow of oil and keeps 
the hair glossy. The hair is fed 
by the blood vessels that enter 
the inner layer of skin in which 
the hair root is embedded. 
A 
good nervous system which pro­ 
motes a good circulation is one 
of the essentials in producing a J 
healthy growth of hair. 
It is as '■ 
necessary for the scalp to be 
kept clean as for the surface of 
any other portion of the skin to 
be kept clean. The hair should 
be thoroughly brushed to remove 
dust. 
It should he left loose 
and free at night to allow the 
moisture to evaporate and to 
permit air to pass through it 
freely. 
The scalp should 
be 
thoroughly rubbed at least once 
a week. 
This promotes a good 
circulation aud thus gives the 
bairn vigorous growth. The hair 
should be washed at least once a 
mouth. 
Soft water, mild soap 
and thorough rinsing in clear wa­ 
ter are essential to successful 
washing.

Batter Effects Are Outlined When Only 
One Eye Ie Used. 
Photographs should 
be 
looked 
at 
with only one eye to appear best, says 
F. W. Marlow in aa article on "How 
to Look at a Photograph’’ In the Photo 
Era. 
‘Most photographs, particularly small 
one* of landscapes, street scenes and 
interior*, fall to produce their full ef­ 
fect or to be estimated at their true 
value because they are not looked at 
in the most effective way,” the author 
says. 
“Take as an example a print re­ 
sulting from a camera with a five inch 
focus lens. 
Such a print is usually 
looked at with both eyes open and 
held at a distance of twelve Riches or 
more. 
Now a camera is essentially a 
one eyed instrument, or. at any rate, 
it views the object to be reproduced 
from a single point, the optical center 
of the lens. 
The object must be looked 
at, therefore, with one eye only and 
from a point corresponding as uearly 
us possible to the optical center of the 
lens if Its characteristics as it is to be 
reproduced in the camera are to be ap­ 
preciated. 
“Let it be remembered that when a 
print is looked at with both eyes open 
binocular vision emphasizes the flat­ 
ness of the card, aud this tends to off­ 
set the illusion of greater or less dis­ 
tance produced by the light and shade 
and perspective of the print 
By using 
one eye the impression of flatness is 
gristly diminished. 
If at the same 
time the eye be placed at the right 
distance everything is seen under its 
natural angle or perspective, and tho 
picture unfolds itself, the different ob. 
Jeets receding to their proper relative 
distances, making details very obvious 
which may be unnoticed if looked at 
in the ordinary way. 
“As a sort of corollary to the above 
use one eye alone to decide whether a 
landscape or other scene is worth tak­ 
ing. 
If with one eye the scene looks 
flat it will not make a satisfactory 
photograph.”

The Scalp and the Hair. 
The hair Is provided with oil 
by the sebaceous glands that lie 
at Its roots. 
Regular aud vigor­ 
ous 
brushing of the 
hair in- 
£ creases the flow of oil and keeps 
the hair glossy. 
The hair Is fed 
by the blood vessels that enter 
the inner layer of skin in which 
the hair root is embedded. 
A 
good nervous system which pro­ 
motes a good circulation is oue 
of the essentials in producing a 
X healthy growth of hair. 
It is as 
• 
necessary for the scalp to be 
kept clean as for the surface of 
any other portion of the skin to 
be kept clean. 
The hair should 
be thoroughly brushed to remove 
dust. 
It should be left loose 
and free at night to allow the 
moisture to evaporate and to 
permit air to pass through It 
freely. 
The scalp 
should 
be 
thoroughly rubbed at least once 
a week. 
This promotes a good 
circulation and thus gives the 
bairn vigorous growth. The hair 
should be w ashed at least once a 
month. 
Soft water, mild soap 
and thorough rinsing In clear wa­ 
ter are essential to successful 
washing.

To stimulate interest in lire /pre­ 
vention and to comme morale also tj^e 
day which Governor A. O. E be iii a it 
set apart as “Fire Preventiuu Day, 
Jobu ll. Kreketberg, a real estate and 
insurance man of Brainerd offered 
high school (students, juniors /and 
seniors, two prizes, $4 and $2 each, 
for the best essays oil the subject of 
“Fire Prevention.” 
The judges decided that A. Leslie 
Robertson, a senior, was the winner 
of the first prize and his essay is 
herewith reproduced in full: 
“Fire— a mighty word with which 
to conjure! 
With the aueients, fire 
was one of the four great elements 
that made up this little world of ours. 
They stood in awe of tire— indeed, 
they worshipped 
it. 
Every nation 
hud its God and its demon, who pre­ 
sided over 4lie passions of tile. 
To 
them fire was sacred, was not to be 
spoken of lightly, that would be pro­ 
fanation. 
Today, we people of modern it lines 
entertain radically different concep­ 
tions of the nature and powers of 
fire— opinions in keeping with mod­ 
ern thou glut and the enlightenment 
of the present age. 
But with our 
more advanced knowledge, we have 
losk,, too, t h a t feeling which U h 1 an­ 
cients had— that tire was not to be 
tampered with. 
We do not a s k that 
you bow down to brazen images— that 
you worship the god. Fire, hut we do 
plead with you to realize its pawer 
for evil when treated as a mere play­ 
thing. 
Fire is not a plaything. 
The 
terrible tragedies, which b la d -n the 
history of all nations, furnish a pow- 
erful argument in proof of this. Yes, 
and— shame to our nation— our rec­ 
ord is tho blackest of all. 
You ask, 
what is the cairn1 of so great a fire 
lots, both In our owii country and 
in foreign nations? 
Is it 
lack of 
protection? 
Are our tire. depart­ 
ments inadequate? 
To such 
ques­ 
tions, my answer would be yes aud 
no. 
Fire-protection 
is 
important, 
but infinitely more so is fire preven­ 
tion. 
(We ar-, all familiar with the 
old proverb “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a imund of cure.”

this particular, how few of us put it 
iutto practice. 
The aim of students of medicine 
was formerly to find cure for diseases; 
now the higher aim is to s*-ek means 
of prevention. 
This is also ‘true of 
our efforts to stamp out fire.

years we have spent great sums of 
money in equipping fire teams, iii 
purchasing powerful b o s -s etc.

we are to Iturn our attention to th* 
prevention of fire.
